Hoosier Voters Cool to 


Democratic Nominee. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
Tribune Press Service.) 

Indianapolis, Oct. 7. — [Spe 
cial.)}—The first returns of THE TRIB- 
UNE straw vote in Indiana on the can- 
didates fcr governor and United States 
senator, im comparison with | those 
printed today on the presidential nom- 
inees, convey two distinct impressions. 
The first is that while Hoover seems 
the highly probable winner of the 
state's electoral votes, it is not at all 
certain that Harry G. Leslie, Repub- 
lican candidate for governor, will be 
elected. ‘The first straws, taken most- 
ly in normal Republican territory, in- 
dicate that Frank C. Dailey, the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial candidate, has a 
better chance of winning than any 
aspirant of this party since the suc 
cess of Samuel M. Ralston more than 
a dozen years ago. 

The other impression is that Alfred 
E Smith is not a popular candidate 
for the presidency among the Hoos- 
fers. The first poll credits Smith with 
less straws proportionately were 
given to Dailey or to Albert ump, 
the Democratic candidate for United 
States senator against Senator Arthur 
R. Robinson, Republican, who seeks re- 
election. 


Other Democrats Lead AL 

Later straws may present a differ- 
ent view, but on the basis of the 
straws in hand Dailey seems likely to 
get 86,650 more votes in the state than 
Al Smith. Stump in the straws col- 
lected is running 16,790 votes ahead 
of Smith. These estimates are on the 
guess that 1,272,000 ballots will be 
cast on Nov, 6. 

The bases for these observations 
are straws collected on the candidates 
for President, governor, and United 
States senator from the same per 
sons. Below are presented summaries 
of the straws for governor distributed 
Letween Leslie, Republican; Dailey, 
Democrat, and Clarence E. Bond, So 
cialist; and the straws for the sena- 


lican; Stump, Democrat, and P. K.

Outstanding featute of the above 
tables is the relative weakness of 
Smith as compared with Dailey. Of 
the 1,726 straws cast for presidentia) 
candidates Smith obtained less than 
40 per cent; while of the 1,470 straws 
cast for governor Dailey obtained more 
than 46 per cent. And in Indiana 
each per cent stands for more than 
12,720 votes on election day. 

If Hoover does not get an Indiana 
plurality of more than 86,650—and 
there have been only three Republican 
presidential eandidates, Coolidge, 
Harding, and Roosevelt, who have re- 
cefved larger ones—Dailey wil] prob- 
ably be elected governor, according to 
the indications in the first poll. 

Distribution of 1924 Votes. 

‘These first straws. show that Dailey 
received 29 per cent of the Coolidge 
votes recorded for governor, while 
Smith obtained only 21 per cent of 
the Coolidge straws cast for presiden- 


Smith received a 
trifie more than five times as many 
votes as Hoover, while Dailey received 
ten times as many of this class as 
Leslie, and Stump received nearly six 
times as many as Robinson. In addi- 
tion Dailey received a considerably 
larger percentage of the straws of La 
Follette followers of four years ago 
than did Smith. 

Probably the weakness of Leslie, the 
Republican candidate for governor, is 
responsible for some of the apparent 
strength of Dailey, the Democratic 
nominee. But only a superficial analy-

FOREIGN POLICY AND 
DEFENSE IN THIS CAMPAIGN 


In Mr. Hoover’s speech of acceptance is one 
of the best summaries of a sound American policy 
in foreign reiations that any of our statesmen has 
made. He said: “Our foreign policy has one 
primary object, and that is peace. We have no 
hates; we wish no further possessions; we harbor 
| There are two Co- 


no miiitary threats... . 
operating factors in the maintenance of peace— 
the building of good will by wise and sympathetic 
handling of international] relations, and the ade- 
quate preparedness for defense. We must not 


only be just; we must be respected.” 

This as a genera] statement of underlying prin- 
ciples could hardly be improved upon. Any g0v- 
ernment which acts judiciously and practically 
upon it will have the solid support of the Amer:- 
can people. 

Both congress and the execttive, under 
Democratic and Republican administrations, have 
failed to realize it and make it fully effectual. 
But Republican conduct has come nearer to it 
than Democratic, and it is Mr. Hoover who has 
thought clearly to the fundamentals, not Gov. 
Smith, whose statement on foreign policy, as we 
have said, is inconsistent, inaccurate, and omi- 
nously sentimental. 

Mr. Hoover realizes, as all advocates of a strony 
international policy realize, that we are not and 


_ Cannot be isolated, and that we must bear our 


share of international responsibilities. But Mr. 
Hoover expresses the sound realism of a true 
American policy When he points out that “our 
people have determined that we can give the 
greatest help—both in times of tranquillity and 
in times of strain—if we maintain our independ- 
ence from the political exigencies of the old 
world.”". That is the clear wisdom of Washington, 
demonstrated again in our time. It does not avoid 
cobperation. It does not represent even an at- 
tempt at isolation. It adheres to independence of 
judgment and freedom to act upon our own judg- 
ment upon the facts and conditions before us. 

And it involves preparedness to defend our 
rights and legitimate interests and the proper 
organization. of our strength, for, as Mr. Hoover 
puts it, though we are particularly desirous of 
reducing by fair agreement the burden of costly 
armament, “we know that in an armed world 
there is only one certain. guaranty of freedom— 
and that is preparedness for defense.” 

There is a conspicuous body of opinion in this 
country that holds an opposite view. It favors 
a maximum of commitment in foreign affairs an‘3 
a minimum of preparedness to protect our own 
interests or give weight to our influence. Ita 
difference with advocates of an America possess- 
ing freedom to. act and strength to act is well 
expressed by Rear Admiral Schofield when he 
says in an article on “The Heart of the Navy”: 
“The navy believes that peace with justice ca” 
best be attained through trusting in the integrity 
of intention of our own country. The pacifist 
desires to see us weak, belfeving that this weak- 
ness will guarantee e. The naval officer be- 
lieves in seeing us strong, believing that strength 
is the best guardian of peace, and that since 
in internationa] affairs we must trust some one, 
we can trust best our own government.” 

This is not only the viewpoint of the navy. 
It is that of the American people when they are 
constrained by events to act. In peace times 
our peaceful preoccupations and inherent optimism 
lead us to neglect the duty of preparedness for 
defense. We are neglecting it now. But it is 


. Yeassuring to know that Mr. Hoover does not 


shirk the duty and has the candor to place it 
clearly before the American people. 

If we are to take Gov. Smith's acceptance speech 
as evidence of his spirit, viewpoint and intentions 
in this field, he will show no interest in an effi- 
cient defense, any more than Wilson did until he 
was plunged into war. Gov. Smith might with 
justice have criticized the Republican administra- 
tion for neglecting the national] defense, but he 
has ne complaint on that score and no word for 
its correction. His criticism is that “in 1921 there 
was negotiated a treaty for the limitation of the 
construction of battleships and battle cruisers of 


over ten thousand tons,” that this was approved 


without party dispute to relieving the “ toiling 
masses,” but that “for seven years the Republican 
administration has followed it with nothing effec- 
tive. No limitation has been put upon land arma- 
ments, of War of under ten 
ter pomono’s Cr any 
other machinery devised by man for the destruc- 
In this respect our diplomacy 
has been futile.” 

We give Gov. Smith credit for a keen sense of 
humor and he must have read this out at Albany 
with his tongue in his cheek, If it were taker 


seriously it Would mean that Gov. Smith has no 
more sense of the realities of internationa] rela 
tions than the proponents of the Ford peace ship. 
It is in fact what Gov, Smith has called boloney, 
but it has a very serious aspect, nevertheless, for 
it is evidence of Gov. Smith's lack of thought, of

candor, of responsibility as to 
and most difficult duties imposed upon a President 
of the United States.

AND DUCTLESS GLANDS. 
OW much are mentally subnormal 
children benefited by the use of 
ductiess glands? That is a ques- 
tion on which physicians find it 

difficult to agree. If the feeble-minded- 
ness is not associated with fairly defi- 
nite disorder of some one or moré duct- 
‘less “glands, there would seem to be 
| no reason for expecting improvement to 


‘follow the use of any preparation of any 
|ductless gland. 

Miss Edna J. Fox undertook to dis- 
cover what was the effect of ductless 
gland therapy on the mentality of 182 
mentally retarded children in. whom 
there was some ductless gland abnor- 
mality. These children were under the 


care of St. Vincent’s. 


Most of the cases were diagnosed as 
having too little thyroid. A few were 
definitely cretins. The next largest 
group had pluriglandular trouble. There 
was associated abnormality in the thy- 
roid, the pituitary, and the gonads. 
The third largest group had too little 
pituitary. There were small groups with 
too - much thyroid, too much pituitary, 
and a mixture of pituitary and thyroid 
deficiency. 

The children in each group were given 
ductless gland remedies appropriate to 
the diagnosed ductless gland disorders.

The state of Michigan will soon file its brief in 
the test of the habitual criminal act in the state 
Supreme court, the question being the constitu- 
tionality of the law under which Fred Palm was 
sentenced for life. His fourth offemse was the pos- 
session of a bottie of gin. In Michigan law a 
violation of the liquor law is a felony and under 
the habitual cririinal act of the state the fourth 
conviction on a felony charge must be followed 
by a sentence to the penitentiary for life. 

Siice Palm was put in prison there has been 
another such sentence under the law and there 
are said to be still other cases which will be 
affected by the test of the law. Defenders of the 
act are not impressed by its excessive severity. 
That in itself is symptomatic. It is said that the 
victim has not been a desirable citizen. It is 
hardly probable that the most reputable citizens 
o* the state would be caught in violation of the 
Aquor s or of any other laws. Reputable citi- 
zens of Michigan do violate the prohibition laws, 
but it is improbable that any such citizens will 
be convicted on ofte charge, much less four.

The courts may 
find that it is within the power of a legislature 
to pass it, but the people of the state who support 
it reveal themselves as vindictive. They do not 
have this savage impulse in other prosecutions. 
They want adequate iaws justly administered. 
‘lhey want fitting punishmentg, not savage ones. 
It is only when prohibition misdemeanors are in- 
volved that there is any public sentiment for 
brutality in handling the offender. Michigan has 
the death penalty only for treason. Palm has 
been given a punishment which would be given 
a murderer. se 

This is an unbalance of the mind. It reveals! 
a disordered state overturned by zealotry. Palm's. 
predicament is not so alarming as is the mental | 
state which his punishment discloses. Such a | 


law is alarming for what it discovers in the law- 
making authority and in the sentiment of the 
people who support it. This is a glimpse of the 
darkiages.

AMERICANIZATION, 


[Liverpool Post.] 

One must grant that: America has imparted an ele- 
ment of her own to things which are common to her 
and to England and Europe in general. She is the 
country of vast distances and wide spaces. .Her peo- 
ple naturally think in expansive terms. Moreover, 
they are, most of them, isolated from the direct im- 
pact of the ancient culture of Europe, with its thou- 
sand and one sociaJ and industrial conventions. 
Thus they are beginning to evolve a culture and 
social and industrial habits of their own, and the 
stimulating climate in which a large portion of them | 
live fills them with a consuming energy for work. 
Accordingly, genuine “ Americanization” might, per- 


telligence of these children both before 
and after treatment to discover whether 
their intelligence levels had been raised 
or lowered. One conclusion she came 


| to was that if such remedies were to be 


used on such children for the purpose 
of improving their mentality, it should 
be done in early childhood. Used late 
in childhood, the mental benefits were 
greatly lessened. 

She came to the conclusion that this 
line of treatment was of most benefit 
in the children with pluriglandular trou- 
bles—mixtures of thyroid, pituitary and 
gonad disorders. There was considerable 
mental improvement in the group where 
there was too much pituitary. In the 
cases where there was too much thy- 
roid and in those where there was too 
little pituitary there was almost no 
benefit. In fact, some cases seem to 
lose some of their mental qualities. 

In this connection it is recalled that 
two medical writers think that the use 
of ductless gland preparations benefits 
Mongolian idiots. Many disagree with 
them.

Britain Trains" 
Men for Jobs 


in Dominions 


Acts to Readjust Home 
* Surplus of Labor. 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
LONDON, Oct. 7.—After a decade 
of “muddling through,” Britain is at 


| last admitting an alarming employ- 


ment situation, which is not going to 
cure itself automatically. 

England's unemployment problem 
has been complicated by the immo- 
bility of her labor. The free move- 
ment of labor which distinguishes the 


, Situation in the United States is un- 


heard of here. A miner takes up the 
work his father and grandfather did 
before him, lives in the same little 
village, and bequeaths his birthplace 
and his trade to his son. 

If the mines on which he depends 
for a living close, he waits for them 
to reopen. If they do not reopen, he 
starves. He is attached to the land 
by custom almost as firmly as were 
his ancestors, the serfs, in feudal days. 

An extensive system is in operation. 
training men for new employment at 
home and abroad and transporting 
them to the localities where their 
labor is wanted. 

There are two overseas training 
camps, One at Claydon and the other 
at Brandon, both in East Anglia. They 
are caring for 3,300 men, already ac- 


‘cepted by the dominion authorities of 


Canada and Australia. After trainifig 
that will prepare them for a consid- 
erable shift in occupation—from ¢oal 
mining to farming is the comméfest 
change—that these men will be sent 
to the dominions which want them on 
a plan’ which provides for their’ pas- 
sage and allows them a grant to take 
care of their initial expenses, while 
guaranteeing them employment.
